The general received the women
glndly, assigned them a tent and prom-
ised to assist them in the recovery of the
stolen goods. This morning Hooka Jim
and Steamboat Frank were taken to the
tent ovcupied by the women and Hooka
Jim was identified by Mrs, Boddy as
one of the Imdians concerned (o the
massacre. He said Long Jim took the
long purse containing eight bundred
dollars, and he wok the short pume.
